"THE PHILOSOPHY OF DEATH." 

# 

Professor Denton from whose lec 
ture on tbo " Glacial Period" wo mado 
a copious synopsis] last week lecturtd 
a few days ag» at San Francisco on the 
-philosophy of death. The professor be- 
gan with the statement that death was 
certain ; that there was nothing more 
certain ; nothing that we are so much 
afraid of. Tho reason of our fear is 
that wo do not understand the philoso- 
phy of death. Wo wero once afraid of 
eclipses, and supposed thera to be tho 
harbingers of ill, just as we believe co- 
mets to be tho forerunners and causes 
of pestilcnco and war. To day they 
are the most interesting of all our ce- 
lestial visitors, because we have mas- 
tered their philosophy. So it will bo 
when wo have mastered the mystery of 
death. Everything on earth dies. Tho 
planet itself will perish in time. Life 
and death are tho grand and eternal 
round of Nature ; the old forever dying 
out, and tho new forever coming on in 
renewal. In a world created by mira- 
cle death would bo unnecessary ; every- 
thing could bo created in its prime and 
held in its prime forever. It is only 
because our planet is subject to law 
forever that death becomes a necessity. 
Wo can no longer believe that death 
came hero in consequence of the apple- 
eating propensity of the first pair. 
Death was on this planet millions of 
years before the first man ever trod up- 
on it Death was here in the old silurian 
times, and swept off the hosts e>,s re- 
production poured them upon the great 
stage of life. Our limestones aro only 
the remains of the dead, overy one con- 
taining more dead bodies than wore 
ever packed into tho Egyptian cata- 
combs. Death is essential that growth 
may be : they go hand in hand, and are 
inseparable. The Professor spent con- 
siderable time in proring death to bo a 
necessity. If death had ceased in the 
silurian times this would be a world of 
sea shells forever ; in the devonian 
time, a world of fish forever ; in tho 
juruaaic, a woild 6f reptiles; in the tor 
tiary, a world of beasts ; death was ne- 
cessary to sweep away all these imper- 
fect typos, to make way for the higher 
ones. If death had censed with the 
earliest representatives of humanity, 
the planet would be overcrowded with 
lowbrowed, savage, brutal, bloody men, 
and philosophy would never have been 
born on this earth. If it were to cease 
now in a thousand years the people 
would all be old and wrinkled ; there 
would bo no children ; no young peo- 
ple ; no courting ; no marrying ; the 
world would be unendurable, and the 
race praying Heaven to restore death. 
The professor continued: "Where iB 
tho evidence that man has a spirit or 
that he has any life beyond this? I 
answer, there are many persons who 
can see with spiritual eyes; what we 
call clairvoyance. I know there are 
many here who will say when I talk 
like that that I am talking silly. But 
they have not bottomed the universe; 
they have not gone to its heart yet. 
They have not investigated as i have 
done, or they would know that there 
are persons who can see with thtir 
mortal eyes what tho ordinary eye can 
not discern. Many of them, indepen- 
dently, have described tho death oi 
persons, and their descriptions have 
harmonized so wonderfully with one 
another, and are so much in harmony 
with what I know that I give to them 
a great deal of credit." After ex 
pressing a belief in clairvoyancy, he 
proceeded to describe life in the world 
to come. It was no intangible cloud- 
world. When two spirits shake hands 
the two hands come into contact just as 
really, just as solidly, just as tangibly, 
asjwhen two men on earth shake hands. 
The land of the immortals is no cloud- 
land, but a world of mountains on 
■which the clouds rests. Woods adorn 
their sides, wide extended plains; tho 
wind ripples over the grass; beautiful 
valleys adorned with flowers; rills 
leaping from the mountains and dash 
ing into foam On the roads with which 
they come in contact; villages, cities, 
towns, habitations of human beings; 
real|mon, real women: gardens with 
flowers and fruits; and as we pass 
through the streets of this city of tbo 
living who have departed from the 
earth, some flash past us as rapidly as 
the tornado, others walk just as men 
and women walk through the crowded 
streets of our cities to day. Here is 
the home of the soul. Here are all the 
worthies who have walked the earth — 
Socrates and Shakespeare, Bobby 
Burns, Byron and Shelley — noblest soul 
that ever lived — Theodore Parker, 
preaching the true gospel to the multi- 
tudes who flock to hear him. There are 
halls, museums, theatres. In that 
world you will act just as you desire. 
If you are fond of books, you will as- 
sociate with those who are, and look 
into the libraries of the next world. If 
you are fond of geology, you will go 
about with a hammer, looking for 
■what geology has to unfold in the rocks 
of the next world. We shall go just 
where we desire, and do just as we 
please. Then when we come to die, 
we aro just beginning to live. We 
must die in order to live. When our 
earth died as a sun, life began to ap- 
pear on it. The tadpole dies as fish 
that it may havo lifo as a frog. So it 
is with man, and death is our dearest 
benefactor.

Tho large* increase in Government 
aid is chiefly' due to the expenditure on 
the Canadian Pacific railway and the 
purchase of the Riviere du Loup sec 
tion of the Intercolonial, as well as to 
other extensions and improvements on 
tho lattor road. The total train mileago 
for the vear was 22,427,449 miles, 
against 20,931,689 in 1878 and 1879, 
an increase of 1,095,760. The number 
of passengers carried was 10,363,634, 
against 6,523,816, an increase of 
3,839,818, or G1.43 per cent. The 
tonnage of freight handled was 9,938,- 
858, against 8, 328, S 10, an increase of 
1,010,048, ui 13.17 percent. 

All the roads show an increase in 
passenger trailic for the year except the 
Great Western, which shows 574 de- 
crease, and tho Intercolonial a decrease 
of 58,618. All the railways show an 
increase of freight traffic, the Grand 
Trunk having the largest. The total 
increase in both passenger and freight 
for the year was $3,611,473.50. 

' Tho average earnings per milo of all 
railways was $3,405, an increase over 
that of the preceding year of $332. 
The operating expenses amounted to 
§16,188, 2S2.4G, an increase over the 
previous year of $650,973.49. Thus 
while the earnings per mile were great- 
er by $332 in 1S79 and 1880 than in 
1878 and 1879 the operating expenses 
were less by §GO per mile.

Tho Canada Temperance Act was 
carried in Halton county by a majority 
of 87, and in Annapolis, N.S., bv a ma- 
jority of 1,200. 

From present indications Ottawa 
will be the first Canadian city to adopt 
generally til* system of lighting by 
electricity. The plan proposed to be 
tried is that of diffusing the light by 
means of lamps placed on towers, and 
it has so far, we believe, been used only 
in Akron, Ohio. 

Ottawa, April 20. — The case of a 
young girl brought before the magis- 
trate on the charge of larceny is a la- 
mentable one. The girl, who is very 
young, was, it seeniK, forced into a 
marriage which was repugnant to her, 
and is apparently determined to do 
anything she can to escape from her 
matrimonial thraldom. Even tho party 
from whom she had taken the property- 
said ho would sooner lose it than see 
the girl punished under the circum- 
stances. 

St. John, April 20.— The Frederic- 
ton skating rink was entirely destroyed 
by fire last night. The building was 
used by Elijah Estabrooko as a storage 
for hay, and at the time of the fire 
contained thirty tons, which was in- 
sured for $300, $200 in the Citizen's 
and $100 in the Sun. Tho fire is sup- 
posed to have been the work of nn in- 
cendiary. There was no insurance on 
tho building. Senator Ferguson's fine 
dwelling house at Batnurst was burned 
this morning. Two barns belonging to 
Robert Arbo, Blissfield, were burned 
on Wednesday night last, together with 
eighteen head of cattle, a spanof horses, 
all his farm utensils, hay, straw, and a 
large quantity of seed oats. No in- 
surance.

Ottawa, April 24.— Mr. E. B. Eddy 
has entered into a contract with the 
Brush Electric Light Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio, for tho lighting of his 
sawmills, factories and the premises by 
electricity. Four electric lights are to 
he placed in position. The expense will 
be about $10,000. Tho adoption of 
the electric light will do away with the 
necessity of using coal oil lamps, which 
havo always been a source of more or 
less danger to the property. 

Sir John Macdonald had last even- 
ing a return of unfavorable symptoms 
and passed a very restless night, but ho 
is reported to bo slightly better to-day. 
The Citizen says his medical adviser 
has recommended change of air and 
sfleno and that as soon as ho has gain- 
ed sufficient strength he-will proceed to 
a more southerly clime. 

Buffalo, N. Y., April 15. — The 
Eevning News aays: "We are glad that 
President Manning, of tho Board of 
Trade, has called attention to the de- 
sirability of resuming reciprocal rela- 
tions with Canada. Wo are satisfied 
that there would have been a recipro- 
city treaty both in name and fact years 
ago had it not been for a feeling that 
was entertained by the majority of the 
people of tho north that Canada did 
not treat the United States rb one 
neighbor should treat another during 
our long war. But that feeling has in 
a great measure given way to one of a 
more friendly nature, and we do not think 
that there is anything in tho way of 
obtaining a treaty that would be equal- 
ly beneficial to the peoplo of both coun- 
tries. 

Montreal, April 17. — Detectives 
Curtis, of Pinkerton's agency, nnd 
Fabe-y, of this city, arrested near St. 
Vanarsaelna, a lawyer from Philadel 
phia, who is under indictment in that 
city for conspiracy with others to gut 
possession of tho estate, amounting to 
over $1,000,000, belonging to tho late 
Robt. Whittaker, a retired glass manu- 
facturer, by forgery. 

Mr. Lewis Auldjo, cashior in the 
Hudson Bay Company's office, has ab- 
sconded after embezzling $7,400 of the 
Company's funds. 

Some boys wero playing on tho bank 
of tho canal, the water of which was 
recently lot out, when they discovered 
a largo pastboard bandbox stranded a 
few yards in tho canal bed. They 
brought it to shoro and on opening it 
found tho body of an infant child, ap- 
parantly some six months old. The 
body was wrapped in a cloak, which 
was saturated with blood, and consid- 
erable blood was found in the box. The 
back of the head presented a deep gash 
as if mado by some instrument, but it 
is assumed the wound mny have been 
indicted by the ice. The body had 
evidently been for a long time in the 
water, as it in much decomposed. A 
few minutes later another party of 
boys found the body of another infant 
some fifty yards below where the form- 
or was discovered. This body was dis- 
covered on tho bottom of the canal in 
the mud, was quite nuked and was that 
of a child about a year old. It was 
also much decomposed. Tbo discovery 
of the two bodies one after the other 
has created considerable erxcitement in 
tho neighborhood, as murder of a dia- 
bolical kind has evidently been porpo- 
rated. 

London, April 19. — A serious charge 
is pending aginst the manager of the 
London Loan company, Mr. M, J. 
Kent. Ho is nccused of detaining 
feloniously a business lettor BOnt by a 
rival compauy of similar name, and 
which camo into his hands by an error. 
The rival company in question is the 
London and Canadian Loan company, 
of Toronto. A fanner named Gilbert 
Gilmur had some dealings with the 
Toronto company he giving a mort- 
gage for $400. At its maturity he 
wished to get a renewal, and wroto to 
the compauy to that effect, and they i 
forwarded by return post a socond j 
mortgage. Mr. Giluiour, on signing 
and redirecting it, addressed it to the 
company at London instead of at Tor- 
onto. This coming into the hand's of 
Mr. Kent, be opened it and wrote to 
Mr. Gilmour, offering to accept the 
mortgage at less interest. Some cor- 
respondence ensued, tho result of which 
was that Gilmour repudiated Kent's 
offer and sent his lettor to his Toronto 
correspondents. They in turn demand- 
ed explanations, which never came. A 
board meeting was held, and tbo de- 
mand renewed with a similar result. 
Today Messrs. Howland, Arnold k 
Lyerson took legal steps, entering a 
charge against Kent of illegal deten- 
tion of a letter in transmission through 
the mails. 

The bankruptcy of Mr. Manson, M. 
P. for Broine, who offers forty cents on 
the dollar, on $12,000 liabilities, was 
caused by his heavy expenses in do 
f eating Mr. Fi*ber at tho last election 

It is stated that the government of 
the Dominion will subsidize a lino of 
steamers to Franco from Montreal. Tim 
annual amount is to be $50,000, the 
French Govornment contributing as 
much. 

Montreal, April 19. — Fredk. J. Kel- 
ler who absconded from this city some- 
months since, and is now inpractico as 
a lawyer in New York, was arrested 
there at the suit of Alphonso Charle- 
foix, formerly of this city, on a claim 
for $10,000 damages, for false arrest 
hern. 

Ottawa, April 19. — Dr. Grant, who 
has been attending Sir John Macdonald, 
has advised him to seek a chango of air 
and sccno. He will leave as soon as his 
health will permit for New York. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Louisville, April 28. — Heavy rain, 
hail and lightning prevailed in tliis city 
at one o'clock. Four boys and a horse 
dragging a wagon in which they were 
riding were killed in tho oast end by 
lightning. 

A bolt of lightning at Twenty- 
Sixth and Market streets, struck some 
boys playing baso ball. The ages 
ranged from 12 to 14 and all were 
pupils of tho public school. The dis- 
aster happened during recess. Their 
names are Leo Fleck, Joe Shultby, 
Will Sayalsen, and Harry Sooto. The 
three last named died a few minutes 
after being taken to their homes in the 
neighborhood. The latter was burned 
beyond recognition. Their game was 
just concluded, and the bell summon- 
ing them to their school duties was 
ringing, thereby causing the boys to 
bo in the same spot' whero their hats 
and caps had boen placed. As the 
flash struck tho earth, the boys wore, 
for a moment, obscured from sight, so 
vivid was tho lightning. When tho 
few peoplo in the neighborhood again 
looked towards the boys, they were all 
flat on the ground. Two gentlemen 
ran to the spot, and to their horror dis- 
covered the four boys' faces upward, in 
the direction of tho sky from which 
they had but shortly received their last 
summons. Two other boys, stunned, 
lay near their companions. A gentle- 
man quickly procured water and 
quenched the firo in the clothing of the 
boys. A r ain offorts wore made to re- 
vive all of the boys who appeared life- 
less, and four of whom wero recognized 
as positively dead, Doctors Griffiths, 
Given and Dougherty, who arrived 
shortly after tho accident, examined 
the boys and found that four out of 
the six had been struck dead. The 
lightning culminated directly over 
Sam Soate, son of tho teacher \9 
whose class all the boys belonged. The 
spot of earth- which bears marks of the 
bolt could be covered by a bushel 
measure The surface of the ground 
is but littlo disturbed and resembles a 
hole which might be driven in by a 
crow Vinr On the ground, two or three 
feet from the spot where tho bolt en- 
tered, could be seen, when the reporter 
visited the place, pieces of clothing,parts 
of shirts, drawers, suspenders and frag- 
ments of a boot, all burned and black- 
ened by electric lire, resembling a mass 
of chopped up rags baked and ready 
for the manufacture of paper. Young 
Soete was worse disfigured than any 
of tho rest. His body was burned to a 
crisp and blackened and scarred in a 
horrible manner.

"vToolon Mill Bylavr. 

Councillor Shakespeare will introducn 
% tho Woolon Mill Bylaw at tho meeting of 

Council this overling. Tho following is a 
Hynopsia: 

Tho preamble sots out with the desira- 
bility of a woolen mill for tho manufac- 
ture of blankets, flannels, etc, in Victoria 
and that tho Municipal Council will grant 
a sum of money and oxompt from taxa- 
tion for a term of years any suoh object, 
tho mill to cost £20,000. As soon n.3 the 
mill of the capacity 'of ten loomi and 800 
spindles shall bo erected and fittedup with- 
in the city limits tho owner of such mill 
shall be paid tho sum of §2500, and the pro- 
perty exempted from taxation for fivo 
years. When tho mill ha3 boon in con- 
tinuous operation for one year another 
$2500 is to bo paid to the own- 
_ or; but if a stoppage of eitjht weoks occur 

than the last moiety of tho $5000 is not to 
bo paid. Bonds ar9 to bo exacted that tho 
mill shall be kept in good working order 
for fivo years and that tho proprietors 
Bhall not become interested in any other 
mill of a similar character in the province. 

* r and that during tho five years no China- 

men, whether British subject or not, ahall 
be employed; and if any such bo employ- 
ed no monies shall bo paid to the owner 
of such mill under tho bylaw. 

District Mooting:, 

The district meeting resumed at 10 
o'clock yostorday morning when tho ro- 
ligious state of each mission was onquired 
into and tho reports bearing upon that 
important Bubject road. A resolution 
was passed advising the conference to 
divido the British Columbia District, 
constituting the Indian mission north of 
Comoi a now district under tho name of 
the Port Simpson District.

THE INDIAN' ISITINO AFFAIR. 

The caso against Johnny, tho Hydah, 
for biting off the ear of Jack, another 
Hydah, was then proceodod with. 

Suian, tho Hydah woman, sworn.— On 
Sunday about 2 o'clock tho prisoner went 
to her houso on Governmont street; she, 
Johnny and Jack wont to Johnny's house 
also on Government street at 2.30; they 
woro drunk; Jack commenced to play 
with her and sho knocked his hat on tho 
floor; ho then got angry with her and tore 
her dress; hIio then commonced to cry 
and Jack bit her and knocked hor down; 
Johnny did not beliovo that Jack had bit- 
ten her till ho saw tho pioco of hor lip 
hanging down; sho wont out to another 
woman's house and got it fixod; bIio did not 
see Jack and Johnny fighting. 

Tho ovidonco of this witness was usod 
againt Jack, who was charged with as- 
saulting and biting her. 

Jack ploadod guilty. 

His Honor deferred judgment till after 
tho whole caso had been hoard. 

Officer Hough sworn — On Sunday af tor- 
noon about 5 o'clock saw tho prisoner 
Jack on Government stroot who told him 
that Johnny had bitten his oar off; wont 
to tho prisoner's cabin and asked him if 
ho had been fighting with Jack; this ho 
acknowledged but it wa3 after Jack had 
bitton Susan's lip; ho, Johnny, wont to 
Susan's assistance. 

To the prisoner — Asked you if you had 
boon fighting with Jack and you said yes, 
Susan had got hor lip bitton. 

Prisoner here exhibited liis own wounds 
and said ho wan drunk and mad on ac- 
count of Susan being bitton; he might 
thon have bitten Jack; but know nothing 
•f it. 

Susan, recalled, said that tho men had 
not been fighting when sho left tho house; 
thero were only tho two there; about ten 
minutos afterwards sho met Jcck with his 
ear bitton off. 

His Honor thought tho ovidonco sottlad 
tho question of Jack's oar boing bitton off 
by Johnny. He would now enquire what 
woro tho characters of the two men 1 

Supt. O'Connor Btated that Johnny was 
a hardworking, inoffensive man, but the 
other was ono of tho worst characters 
amongst tho Indians in town. Ho had 
boon convicted of drunkenness and was 
very troublesome 

Jack was sentenced to six months' im- 
prisonment with hard labor, Johnny to 
three months' imprisonment with hard 
labor and an additional fine of $50; in de- 
fault of paymont another thrco months' 
imprisonment with hard labor at tho ox- 
piration of tho first term.

Mr, Sandford Plomiag on the Raot. 

At Ottawa on tho 13th ult. Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming was put on tho stand by tho 
railway commissioners and testified as fol- 
lows: — 

Q. — As to contract No. 3, from Edmon- 
ton to British Columbia, F. J. Barnard's, 
can you tell us briefly why this contract 
wa3 not carried out 1 (The chairman ex- 
plained hero that tho Commission did not 
propose to ascertain which was to blame, 
Mr. Barnard or the Government). 

A. — Referring to my report I find the 
lowest tender for this section was that of 
Mr. W. R. McDonald, of Yale, which 
was manifestly too low to complete it in 
tho timo specified. Tho next lowest ten- 
der was tbat of Waddell & Smith, of 
Kingston, but they wero contractors for 
section 5, north of Lako Superior, and I 
did not think thoy could properly carry 
on at onco two soctions so far apart. Tho 
third tonder was that of F. J. Barnard, 
of Victoria, whose tonder was moro than 
double that of tho lowest, but was recom- 
mended by mo, as ho possossod tho means 
skill and energy to completo tho work. 
Tho contract was awardod to him. He 
undertook to completo tho lino by tho 
2nd of Octobor, 1870. It was understood 
that tho work should bo commonced at 
both ends. 

Witness proceoded to read at longth 
from his report of tho 19th of February, 
1879, on tho subject showing that Mr. 
Barnard did not, as instructed, procood 
with tho construction of tho oust end of 
tho line contracted for. 

Q. — In this contention botween Bar- 
nard and tho Government did he contend 
that ho was not bound to begin at both 
onds'l A. — Ho claimed that ho was not 
bound in that way, but could build tho 
lino from the west. 

Q, — What amount of work had ho dono 
when tho work was stopped? A. — Ho 
had dono work to tho nmonnt of $8,000 
between Cacho Creek and Kamloops. 

O. — How far had tho British Columbia 
tolograph system thon oxtonded? A. — It 
had oxtonded from Vancouver Island up 
tho Valley of tho Fraser to Cariboo; it 
was intended to connect tho Pacific lino 
with this system; Mr. Barnard was after- 
wards instructed by witness to build a por- 
tion of tho lino about 200 miles distant 
from tho portion ho had built; if contracts 
woro completed by tho timo spocified it 
was not usual to require that tho work 
should bo begun at any particular points; 
it was then thought that Buto Inlet would 
bo "the terminus of tho railway, and 
as tho telegraph was to follow the railway 
rent? Mr Barnard wni instructed t' 1 con- 
struct the telegraph from Tote Jaune Cacho 
to tho terminus; this was not absolutely 
within tho original terms of tho contract, 
and Mr. Barnard would probably bo en- 
titled to allowanco in the premises. 

Tho Straits Cable. 



Tho rovenuo cuttor Oliver Wolcott,Capt. 
Stoddor, arrived in port yostorday ovon- 
ing after having made soundings across 
tho straits from Beechy bay to Fresh- 
water harbor. Tho first sounding was tak- 
on at tho distance of half-a-milo from the 
shore and 75 fathoms wera indicated. Af- 
ter that the lead was thrown every Eftoon 
minutos over the elovon miles of water to 
tho other shore, tho depth varying from 
105 to 110 fathpms. A sandy bottom was 
found all tho way across. Some diiiiculty 
in obtaining soundings was experienced 

on account" of the very strong current^ Woolen" iTfifllS V*Iiny^to faAtttrV" 



This, of itself, is an objection to laying a 
cable from Beechy Bay, and when taken 
in connection with about 40 miles of n land 
lino from Dungeness down to Freshwater 
harbor and some 15 miles or moro from 
Victoria to Beechy Bay tho advantages 
aro decidedly in favor of adopting Mc- 
Neil's Point toDungenoss or Port Angeles. 
Tho distanco by tho latter route is but fivo 
miles moro, or 16 miles across. The cur- 
rent is not nearly so swift, and tho water 
much shallower than on tho lino soundod 
yostorday by Capt. Stodder and Dr. Min- 
or. On this line the land lines on both 
sides would be only a fow milos and easi- 
ly kept in repair, which would far moro 
than counterbalance the additional fivo 
miles of cable required. The abovenamed 
gentlemen will therefore roport in favor 
of tho lino from McNeil's Point to Now 
Dungeness or Port Angeles. Tho cutter 
will leavo this evening for Port Town- 
send; but as Mr. Giaborno is expocted 
down by tho Hunt this afternoon Capt. 
Stoddor and Dr. Minor will consult with 
him beforo they leave port. 

Death on Shipboard. 

Just beforo the steamship Dakota left 
San Franciao for this port a man named 
C. L. Armstrong, who had taken a stoor- 
age passago for Victoria, was observed to 
bo vory much intoxicated. Ho was very 
obstroporous and becamo involved in a 
quarrel with anothor passenger who 
knocked him down with' his fist. 
Shortly afterwards ho was taken 
sick and tho samo night or tho next 
day died. Dr. Maguire, a passenger, 
who happened to be on board, examined 
tho body and gave a certificate that death 
had resulted from alcoholism. There 
were no marks or bruises visible upon tho 
corpse, which was buried atser. on tho 1st 
instant. 

A Pitiful Scene. — When Lord Bea- 
consfiold regained consciousness he called 
Lord Rowton to his side, feebly grasped 
his hand, and attempted to smile and the 
next moment peacefully breathed his last. 
Lord Rowton broko down in uttor grief, 
and his sobs, mingled with thoso of the 
old valet, filled tho chambor of death and 
gavo knowledge of what had occurred to 
tho other members of tho housohold. 
There was no clergyman with tho Earl at 
the time of his death, nor had ono visited 
him during his illness.

SUI0ID2 AT SEA, 



A Married "Woman Loajm Overboard 
from the Steamship Dakota. 


A sad occurrence marred the last trip 
of the steamship Dakota from this port to 
San Francisco. An elderly married wo- 
man named Callaghan, had taken 
passage on tho steamship and occupied, 
in company with a little girl, ono of tho 
deck staterooms. She was very seasick 
on tho passago down and, moreover, was 
regarded as a littlo insane. Sho seemed 
to havo a groat deal of trouble on her 
mind and spoko despondingly of having 
been doscrted in hor old ago by her hus- 
band, who had taken up with a squaw at 
Inverness on tho north-west coast of this 
Province. Whon one day out from San 
Francisco,on tho 22nd ult. , at lunch time, 
tho old lady remarked to hor room-mate 
in an apparently indifferent tono, "If I 
wero to jump ovorboard now I shouldn't 
bo sea-sick when I wont to sea again, 
should I ? " "Oh, no,"roplied tho other, 
''you wouldn't be sea-sick any moro." 
Tho old lady walked to tho room door, 
opened it, stopped out upon tho deck and 
was soon no mora by hor room-mate. 
Two gcntlemon— ono of whom was the 
Rov. Mr. Roid of this city — wero stand- 
ing on dock conversing, (both happon to 
bo nearsighted.) Thoy saw indistinctly some 
object fall front tho railing into tho wator 
but supposed it to bo a package of rub- 
bish which had boon thrown out of one of 
tho rooms. In tho wako of tho ship, 
almost immediately afterwards, a rod ob- 
ject appeared floating on tho wator. "I 
wonder," said Mr. Roid, "what that is ?"

The Diroctors in making their Annual Report have to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past year they have succeeded in purchasing a plot of lnnd of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for tho purpose of orocting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tha Hospital. Tho Government havo voted a sum of 
money fur the erection of the necessary buildings; but before tho works could bo 
commenced the Government required tho land to be conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has been done. Tho coming opring will, it is hoped, boo this moat necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho House of Assembly havo passed a resolution com- 
pletely reversing the policy under whioh the Hospital has been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Government havo beon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule thoao Government Directors havo boon 
active and useful members, and havo fully answored tho purposes for which they wore 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Diroctors are the nominees of tho Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to dotuils takes up a groat deal of timo, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo oxtonded to a puroly Government institution. 

Tho Diroctors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo 3ociotieB and 
individuals who havo sonorously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of the Hospital havo been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sufferings roliovodand tho Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Direotors regret that tho change introduced by tho

There yet remains to be) considered tho question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how fur the pre- 
sent changes wi.ll niloct it. On this subject tho Diroctors are not yet in n position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion 1 have to cxpreis my thanks to myprofossional brethren, who havo 
always rendered me any assistance I wsb in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
